Pabis, Tex., March :!().— The relations 
between the rival factions are still 
strained to their utmost tension. It is 
now haUered that another battl* wm 
fonghWh^tlers last night. The 19 
Qiilitiamen who were arrrsted thero 
Tneaday night and brought hfro had nn 
pxamininj,' trial yest rdiiy Imfore Uiiitt';! 
Sti^tes Commissioner Eastoa. After 
hearing th« tattimony fbejwtr* re- 
leased. 

They all proceeded at once to a hard- 
ware store and purchased a new Win- 
ohester aiiiecc. After thev got their 
tanks well tilled with firewater and 
boarded the norllibonnd 'Frisco train 
at 8 p. m. Before leaving it was hc- 
lieved they would get off at UowUund, 
100 miles this side of Antlers. When 
the train reached that place they were 
all more or less under the influence of 
whisky. Only three or four got o£f. 

Judge Duke, who led the assault on 
Locke's house, insisted on going on to 
Antlers, and swore he was going to 
•top there in spite of all that could be 
done. Ho wan told that the other 
militiamen were gone and Locke had a 
strong force there. No argument 
could dissuade him from his jmrpose. 
Only three or four got off. The bal- 
anoe went on. 

The southbi'und train met the north- 
bound train there and passengers suy 
that Locke had 50 men at Antlers and 
declared if tlie militia stopi)ed thero 
and made any demonstratii^ns whatever 
he would fire upon them. The militia- 
men were in , the smoker and the lights 
were out. Locke and son, who was at- 
tending, school at Denison arrived yes- 
terday afternoon. Learning the situa- 
tion young Locke telegrai)hed his father 
warning him of what was coming. 

All etforts to reach Antlera by wire 
einco then have|failed and thia la oondd- 
ered as a bad omen. 

The deputies who went to Antlers 
Tuesday night came back yesterday. 
They said that at the time they left all 
was quiet and the militia was reported 
to have disbanded. Some believed, how- 
ever, that tliis was a ruso to throw 
Locke off his guard. 

People at Antlers fear the town will 
be burned. 

Those wounded Tuesday are doing 
well, except Wolomon Pattesle, sheriff 
of Kiametia county, who was with the 
militia. His recovery is considered aI' 
moit a qnestioa. He was reported to 
ba afaJdng laat night 

No Call For United States Troop*. 

WASHiNciTpN, March 30. — The advices 
received by the Indian office from In- 
dian Agent Hennett at Union Agency, 
Indian Territory, indicate that the 
Choctaws are able to take care of the 
troubles in their country without as- 
sistance from tho United States author- 
ities. 

On the 27th Acting Itidian Commis- 
sioner Belt nent a telegram to Agent 
Itennet saying that the situation at 
Antlers waa reported to be critical and 
asking him to report what action, if 
any, was neoesaary to preserre the 

peace. 

In response lie has reociTad the tWO 

following telegrams: 

Tuesday's dispatch said: "ClKictaw 
authorities have not reported tho ex- 
istence of strife beyond their own con- 
trol, nor n.'-ked federal assistance in 
preserving the peace." 

Yesterday the following was received: 
"Choctaw authorities repoi tno trouble; 
ask no assistance. Have taken no offi- 
cial action in their affairs. Press dis- 
patch from McAlester report two en- 
gagements, 25 killed, .several wounded. 
Can get no dispatches from Antlers."

Last evening, a little before 0 o'eb ck, 
ho went lionie under tlie i:ifhi( nco of 
li(juor and began to quarrel with his 
wife, using vile and threatening lan- 
guage. His wife, a meek little woman, 
was preparing sujiper, and, and as was 
her custom when her husband returned 
home under tha infltwnOe otmiBB said 

but little. 

The seeming indifference of his wife 
to his complaints iiireu.so<l him more 
than ever, an<l lie exclaimed that he 
would end everything if her people did 
not quit bothering liini. She tried to 
pacify him, which ang<'red lain tlie 
more, and he rushed to the other siil<' 
of tho kitchen, whc^re stood his old- 
fashioned, single-barrelled musket, 
Jo.iiled with buckshot. Lirasping it, he 
delilx iiitely fired at her, literally tear- 
ing the entire top f)f her hetul away. 
The woman had divined his intent and 
uttered a scream just before the report 
of the gun startled the neighborhood. 
The next instant she sank to the floor 
dead. 

Joe Crosby, a brother of the mur 
derer, residing with his family on the 
second floor, rushed downstairs upon 
hearing the shot in time to see the mur 
derer standing over his victim, with the 
gun still in his hand. Seeing him, and 
realizing his terrible crime, the mur 
derer tossed the gun in the corner and 
madf! a dash for liberty. His brother 
seizeil him and attempted to hold him 
until the officers arrived, but l:e Ijroko 
away, scaled the back fence to an ad 

i'oining yard, and ran through it to 
^ifth street, m^ing his escape. 

SPANISH EXHIBIT. 

It IIuN Alrfndy Ilr:i<'lieil »\v Vurk anil 
lloinK I'nlundfil. * 

Nkw YoiiK, March 80.— The Spanish 
exhibit at the world's fair is now being 
discharged from the Ceballos steamer 
Mezico. 

The exhibit will be one of the most 
interesting at the fair, comprising as it 
does many articles, paintings and relics 
intimately associated with the life and 
voyages of the great discoverer. 

One painting alone of the shipment is 
valued at |M,000. being a Murilio. 
There are besides about 40 cases of 
paintings, all t/lA masters of theohoicest 
examples of foreign schools. 

A notable feature of the exhibit will 
be the native wines of Spain, of which 
there are over 400 cases. Some of 
this wine goes back several centuries in 
age. Then there are 15 cases of artil 
!ery and other arms, representinig the 
earliest stages of the modem art of war. 
Many of these guns were used in the 
early great wars of Spain. 

Another notable feature is the China 
and earthen exhibit, of which 40 im- 
mense cases have arrived. 

THE MA CKEREL siASON 

Will Commence Karljr OMriof to tiM Ex- 
plrntlon of a Law. 

W.vsiriNGTON', March iiO.— The law 
which prohibits the landing of mackerel 
befdre June 1, has expired, and mack- 
erel vessels are now fitting out to start 
in earlv mackerel fishing again. Some 
have already left Gloucester and Bos- 
ton to begin the season north of the 
capes on the Chesapkake bay. 

The United Stbtes fish commission 
schooner Grampus is fitting out at 
Gloucester to continue the investiga- 
tions which were carried on in the 
southern mackerel regions during the 
seasons of 1690, 1891 and 1B98 while the 
law was in force and in two seasons be- 
fore the law was passed. 

Careful observationa will be made, 
and the natural history of mackerel 
will be gone into, and It Is said that 
very important practical reaults will ba 
obtained. It is noped that data bearing 
np<»theelteot-of the law that has ex- 
pired will be gathered as to its benefits 
ui increasing the supply of mackerel.

The RemaUie to Be Hnrled la the Little 
Ceaetarjr Hear Sewaaee. 

NAsamu, March 20.— The body of 
General Edmund Kirby Smith will be 

laid to rest Friday al'terii(n)n in the lit- 
tle cemetery near Sewatiee. Already 
this burial ground is liallowed with tho 
remains of nuiny illustrious men, who 
were co-laborers Willi liiiii in the worit 
to which he gave thr latter yejsrs of iiis 
noblf life. It was his wish that it 
shouM be his last resting jilaoe. 

A special train, bearing the Frank 
Cheatham bivouac, slate.ofhcials and 
personal friends will leave this city for 
.Sewanee Fridiiy morning. En route, it 
will stop lor veterans' organizations 
from towns along the line. Hundreds 
of (ilil suliiiers will participate in tho 
obse(iuies. It is the desire of the fam- 
ily that the general's son and namesake, 
who waa in Mexico at the time of his 
death, be jiresent at the tunrral and the 
burial will be delayed as long as possi- 
ble. 

(General Kirby Smith died a poor 
man. He had a large family and ad- 
hered to old southern custom of hospi- 
tality. His only income was iiis salary. 
A few months ago his home and con- 
tents were destroycil l)y fire. With the 
assistaiK:e of fruMids and the insurance 
money he was enal)led to rebuild. The 
new structures were but recently com- 
pleted and the family had .iust maile 
themselves coinfortabl'' in their new 
home. The general had begun to re- 
cover from tlie exjiense entailed by the 
misfortune and was thoroughly con- 
tent, hoj)ing to ilevotcniany hapiiy days 
attendiiiir to duties which he devotedly 
loved Though death came suddenly, 
it found him like the e.^dgencies of life, 
ready to cheerfully obej' its inexorable 
mandate. His last words betokened the 
Christian resignation, with which he 
accepted tho em.

Th« Holy Week 

This week, 1)eginhing With Sunday, ll 
the most solemn season of the reltgiooa 
'yefjr. £vetor. o^y has been famed in airt 
or iibnft or norf . Palm Sunday . mgnlfles 
Christ's triumphal enti y into Jerusalem. 
As a special reward for some service ren- 
dfimd, Pope Sixtus VI granted a privilege 
to a family at St. Remo. Tliis privilege 
wafi the exclusive right to furnish palms 
for the t-eremonies at St. Peter's on Palm 
.Sunday. The descendants have enjoyed 
this privilege to the present day. 

Wednesday Is i)eculia!ly celebrated at 
St. Peter's In Rome by singing the> 
Miserere. -During the ceremony a can- 
dle-t»tick with fifteen lighted candles is 
placed upon the altar, one of which is 
extinguished at the end of each pwlm. 

The oentral light is extinguinbed after 
the Benedictus and placed behind the 
altar and not replaced until the. end' of 
the servioea, thus illuslrHting lha ilwttfi 
and reanrrection of the Saviour. 

Maunday Thursday derives its name 
rnm maumls, meaning hand-baskets, 
from which alms were (hstributed on this 
day. In former days, and in some cases 
at the present time, the custom of feet 
washing has been followed by reigning 
nionan lis, emblematic of their humility. 
Maunday Thursday also commemorates 
the Last Supper, the one uncjuestioned 
ordinance of every branch of the Chris- 
tian Church throughout the world. 

The end of the Lenten season la fitting- 
ly found in the joys of Kaster Sunday, 
but this is properly preceded by the 
rolemn quiet of Good Friday, the day of 
crucifixion. It is a day of fantin'.,' ami not 
feasting. If properly observed the church 
bells are quiet and the services are with- 
out music of any kind. The mind of the 
celebrant is taken hack to that day when 
daikneaa waa over the earth, when the 
first followers were in gloom and de- 
spondency as to whether He would rise 
again. It is indeed a holy week, and is a 
week observed and noted by more peo- 
I)le than any other portion of time, un- 
less we oxcejit Chri-stmas wliicb honors 
the birth of Him whose end is mourn- 
fully recalled in these fdigioua rites.— 
Chidnnati Tribune. 



Colored Methodists. 

The Lexington conference of the M. E. 
Church, which met at Sbelbyville a few 
days ago, cinbraccs the colored nieinber- 
ship in the States of Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky, about 10,000 in number.
